No. 24013/4/94-Estt. (B).—WHEREAS a matter was reported to the President of India about an alleged misbehaviour 
on the part of Shri Sher Singh, Member, Haryana Public Service Commission (hereinafter referred to as the Commission); 


And whereas the President of India, in exercise of powers conferred upon him by clause (1) of article 317 of the 
Constitution, referred the matter to the Supreme Court of India on the 18th March, 1995 for inquiry and report as to whether Shri 
Sher Singh, ought, on the ground of misbehaviour be removed from the office of the member of the Commission: 


And whereas the Governor of Haryana, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (2) of article 317 of the Consti¬ 
tution placed Shri Sher Singh under suspension from the membership of the Commission with effect from the 29th March, 
1995; 


And whereas the Supreme Court of India delivered a Judgement on 19th January, 1997 answering the Reference 
(Reference case No. 1 of 1995) in the affirmative; 


Now, therefore, in exercise of powers conferred by clause (1) of article 317 of the Constitution of India, the President 
of India hereby removes the said Shri Sher Singh from his office of member of the Commission with effect from the 29th March, 
1995.
